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Report Summary

Lincoln Police responded to 762 incidents for the month and 93 case
reports were written for the month. Officers responded to 19
vehicle crashes. Patrol officers wrote 45 citations and 25 warnings
for the month, along with 1 City Ordinance Citation and 1 City
Cannabis Ordinance Citation.

Of the 42 arrests for the month, officers arrested several for
domestic battery, driving while suspended/revoked, warrants and
methamphetamine possession. Detectives continued investigations
on 9 cases including participating in CIEG task force operations.

The K9 unit had 5 deployments for the month of May. Out of those
deployments, Officer Sullivan and ACE made 1 arrest and indicated
on 2 deployments. The items indicated were drug paraphernalia and
cannabis related.

DARE has been able to provide children with bicycles. Graue
Chevrolet has decided to refurbish old bicycles and donate them to
children of the community. Officer Fruge is helping out in the
distribution aspect.

Due to the current Shelter in Place Order, that the Governor enacted
on March 13th, our two SRO officers are not able to work in the
schools at the moment. They have been patrolling the streets to help
their fellow officers with the influx of calls of service.
